The funeral will be attended 
by many of the noted men of the Unit- 
ed States.

McKinley and 


members of his cabinet will be here. 
Governor Nash of Ohio, with-his-staff, 
T.-iil attend. Governor Durbin sent a 
nutiVc of General Harrison's death to 
the governors of many of the states, 
and it is the general belief that the 
majority of them "will be here. 
The 


nK-mbers ol General Harrison's cabi- 
net hire sent word that they will be 
b'T!.». and it is the intention to have 
tin-ni act as honorary pallbearers. 


Ail o£ tho members of General Har- 


rison's cabinet have been heard from 
»-iib the exception of Redfield Proctor, 
v,-ho is now iu Cuba. Telegrams have 
been received from. Benjamin F. Tra- 
cy, secretary of the navy: Charles Fos- 
ter, secretary of the treasury: Joha W. 
Xnble, secretary of the interior: S. B. 
Elkins. secretary of war; John TV. Fos- 
t'-r. secretary of state; John Wana- 
maker, postmaster genera!. Telegrams 
havf also been received from Justices 
MeKr-nna anil Ilarlan of the supreme 
court and Joseph H. Mauley of Maine.

A tombstone marks the Harrison lot 


at Crownhill cemetery. 
General Har- 


rison himself selected the monument, 
a solid piece of granite 10 feet high 
and six feet square, which marks the 
grave of his departed wife, and which 
will also stand above his head. "Har- 
rison" is the simple inscription on the 
plain but lasting stone. The coffin de- 
cided on is plain and of red cedar. 


Military Escort. 


Indianapolis. Starch. 15.—Brigadier

Caused Profound Sorrow. 


Frankfort. Ky., March 15.—General 


Harrison's death is the cause of pro- 
found sorrow among public men in 
this state. 
Ex-Governor McCreary 


said: "I was in congress.six year.s 
while General Harrison was in the 
senate and four years while he was 
president. I knew him well. He was 
the ablest of ail the Republican presi- 
dents «nd one of ihe ablest of all the 
presidents: besides this, he was thor- 
oughly honest in all his dealing, either 
public or private."

That Russian Agreement. 


Washington, March 15.—The Rus- 


sian, agreement consists of 12 articles. 
On their face it is said they show a 
return of Manchuria to China, which 
would seem to he quite in keeping 
with the desire of all the powers. But 
this is accomplished upon certain con- 
ditions Imposed by China, and it is un- 
derstood that, these conditions in effect 
establish a Russian suzerainty over 
Manchuria, with a Russian official oc- 
cupying the chief executive position, 
quite similar to that of the British 
viceroy of India. 


China Objects. 


Peking, March 15.—'China has stren- 


uously objected to the limitations of 
the Manchurian convention respecting 
tho importation of arms, the reorgan- 
ization of the army, and the practical 
control by Russia over Chinese o£- 
cials.

de Rodays, editor of The Figaro, by 
Count Boni de Castellane, husband of 
Miss Anna GouW. The editor printed 
an intimation that the count had be- 
trayed, the De Roulede plot at the time 
of the funeral of the late President 
Faure. 


The affair is the sensation of Paris. 


Since the speech of M. De Roalede at 
San Sebastian, last month, in Which 
he Intimated that tho royalists of 
Paris had notified the police of his at- 
tempted coup, d-etat, after his refusal 
to allow tho Duke of Orleans to appear 
in the ranks of the agitators, very 
great interest has beea aroused re- 
specting the identity of the royalist 
emissary who approached M. Be Rou- 
lede and M. ilarcel-Habert on that oc- 
casion, the names suggested including 
Jules Gnerin. the hero of Fort Chabrol,

In 1600 the house was ' 
built, but It first became historic on I 
July 6, 173S, that being the- day on 
which Mme. tie "Wai-ens, Rousseau's • 
friend,.purchased it, together with, "a ; 
barn, meadowland, orchard, plow-land, 
vineyard, two oxen, two cows, ten 
sheep, seven hens, and a cock."

new owner occupied it at once and 
Rousseau joirccl her there later in the 
same year. Of his life there oae of his 
French biographers'says: "To Mme. de

Heavy Solid, 


The novice in farming avoids heavy 


soils. He thinks of them as soils hard 
tq work <usd as possessing little plant 
food. 
Perhaps his bad opinion has 


been strengthened by early experiences 
in trying to cultivate undrained clay 
land. Hightly handled, however,-there 
are no betteV soils than the heavy ones. 
Tie first thing to be:,done in the way 
of amelioration Is to give good drain- 
age. This lets in both the air and the 
frost and conduces to friability. 
A 


heavy soil filled with water is a dis- 
couraging basis on which to attempt 
to grow crops. Even the cold is unable 
to do its work. 
Where the soil is 


saturated to near the surface, the first 
cold freezes it. Ice is formed and the 
whole thing becomes, for the time be- 
ing, adamant. There is no breaking 
U9 of soil cohesion as is the case where 
the soil is well drained. In that case 
the freezing is not of a. solid body of 
water, but of thin 
films 
of 
water 


around tie soil particles. The freez- 
ing of the -prater films forces the par- 
ticles out of the positions they previ- 
ously occupied and results in a general 
creasing up o: the texture of the soil. 
This takes place in all clay soils as 
well as in. «41 sandy soils where the 
drainage is. gooa. It Is thus that heavy 
soiis, formerly unworkable, have been 
brought u.icJer cultivation.

ifl the elements of plant food, both 
soluble and insoluble.

SN COLO STORAGE. 


Cats Arc in l>emuml foe Sorr- 
Ice In tUi< 1'hllipplncn. 


The taine of Pittsburg's cats has 


spread to the far East and if. is not 
proposed to import some o£ a. special 
breed Into the Philippines. 
The im- 


mense cold storage depot just finished 
at Manila is in need of cats and it ia 
the intention to supply that establish- 
ment with 
Pittaburg animals. 
For 


years the managers of the Union Stor- 
age company have been worried by- 
rats. At first they confined their depre- 
dations to the goods in the milder cli- 
mate of the general storage rooms. 
Here nature came to their aiu ami in a 
few generations tjie rats an(j mice be- 
came so clothed in black fur that they 
seemed impervious to cold. To rid the 
warerooms of these pests was a trou- 
blesome task for the owners o£ tho 
storages-houses. 
They could use cats 


in the general warerooms all rlglit and 
with success, but when they placed tho 
cats in the cold storage-rooms they 
soon contracted pneumonia and died. 
The damage done by the rodents was 
very great and about five or six years 
-ago the Union Storage company experi- 
mented with a view to finding some 
breed of the feline tribe which could 
live ia the cold climate o£ the storage- 
rooms. 
It tried a pair of high-bred 


cats, but they soon sickened and died. 
Finally a pair of white felines without 
a pedigree were obtained and placed la- 
the storage-room for a time and then 
taken into a room where the tempera- 
ture was gradually lowered. The cats 
showed no ill effects and soon could 
stand a temperature as low as zero. 
Th« offspring cf these cats could stand 
a temperautre much lower-than their 
parents and their fur was much thick- 
er than their predecessors. 
A few gen- 


erations later a distinct breed ot cats 
resulted, able to stand the lowest tem- 
perature ever maintained in the stor- 
age-rooms. The question of killing o£C 
the rodents -was thus solved. The cold 
storage cats are short tailed, with Ions 
and heavy fur, the hair frequently be- 
ing an inch long. Their eyebrows and 
whiskers are. long - and thicker and 
stronger than the ordinary cat's. Tha 
cold storage eat looks much like tho 
Angora, out does not thrive -when tali- 
en from Its accustomed atmosphere.

,- The water table is always an ira-' 
portant factor in farming. Its height 
in the soil must always determine to 
a considerable extent the value of the 
land. Every farmer must take it into 
consideration in his farming opera- 
tions. The water table is toe solid 
sheet of water in the soil. It rises and 
falls aceor-uins to the prevalence of 
rains. 
When weather conditions are 


normal its position in the soil must 
be several feet below the surface, it 
the land is to produce a good crop ot 
almost aiytning. For most crops the 
soil bolow the water tabla cannot' be - 
of use, the roots snding the continuous 
water surface an impassable barrier. 
When the harvest fails on such fields 
we merely say that the soil is too wet 
^ 


it sometimes happens that the water 


table is relatively high la a field with- 
out that fact being shown by surface 
indications. The upper few inbhes of [ 
soil may he dry enough for tbo plant to 
get a good start, but the witer inay be 
so high that the plant never reaches 
the size it should. Year after year 
some farmers try to grow tame'grasses 
on land of this description, and com- 
plain because it will give a large jnield 
only of grasses that are semi-aquatic. 
If the water table cannot be lowered, 
then it is lust us well to s*ttle down 
to the conviction that only the grasses 
and plants can be grown whose nature 
It is to live partly In the water. The 
scientific farmer, however, will in- 
vestigate and find out the actual state 
of;the water in his land.

The strikingly characteristic feature 


of the corn crop'of the western hemis- 
phere, and to un almost etjual exteai 
of the corn crop of the world, is the 
large proportion o£ the crop produced 
in the United States. The average 
production of this republic during the 
five years-—1S95 to 1S99—has consti- 
tuted about 90 per cent of the average 
product of the western hemisphere and 
almost exactly 75 per ceat of the av- 
erage crop of the world. The corn 
crop of the United States has within 
the last quarter of a century attained 
a magnitude which makos It more 
than double in quantity

other 


single cereal crop of this or any other 
nation of the world. 


The average annual prod/j-iiou of 


corn in the world for the five years 
enumerated in tho tabulated statement 
was 2,756,057,000 bushels; and the pre- 
eminence of the western hemisphere 
as a corn producer is excellently il- 
lustrated by the fact that its average 
production for the same period was 
over 82 per cent of the world's average- 
production or, stated in full, 2,269,380,- 
000 bushels. 


Second in importance as a corn pro- 


ducer, but rather in, an absolute than 
in a relative sense, is the continent 
of Europe. Confined by climatic lim- 
itations to tho southern part of the 
continent, principally to countries and 
portions of countries lying between 
the forty-eighth parallel of north lati- 
tude and the coastal boundary on the 
douth, the crop has within these lim- 
its become of notable importance. la 
Austria-Hungary, the second corn- 
producing country of the world, and 
In. Roumanla, it is the principal cereal 


. crop. In portions of southern France, 
in Spain, Portugal, Italy, Servia, Bul- 
garia, and In the southern part of 
Russia, it has become an integral part 
' of agriculture. The average annual 
crop of the European continent for 
the five years -ending with 1S99 vas 
4-n,-!26,OQO bushels, about 10 per cent 
of the average crop of the world. 
! There Is an obvious lacfe of abso- 
lute completeness in corn statistics of 
the western hemisphere, due to an In- 
ability to obtaia either official or com- 
mercial figures from Central America, 
and from some countries of South 
America, in which countries corn is 
fenown to be the chief article In the 
dietary of the masses; but, the omis- 
sion is unavoidable.
